New York, Feb. 2.—[Special.}—A row over 
Charles F’. Murphy split the Nationa] Demo- 
cratic club tonight and éaueed the wildest 
hullabaloo ever seen in this city since the 
good old days when it wes good form to 
punch your neighbor's nese in a poiltical 
convention.

O'Dwyer Takes Gavel and Goes.

The county controller's annual éstimates 
were submitted to the county board and the 
construction of the yearly budget will be 
started this afternoon. The estimate of 
actual cash is $9,201,356. The departments 
estimate their needs at $10,065,985. In other 
words, the estimates of expense are $864,000 
in excess of the revenue for the year. 

This total of revenue includes all of the 
taxes which will be collected this year, of 
which $1,574,000 should be deducted, if it 
were proposed to operate the county on a 
cash basis. That amount already has been 
spent. Tt has been bororwed on tax anticipa- 
‘tion warrants. The proposed number of jobs 
for 1914 in various d ta of the county 
government is 2,604, as net 2,335 in 1913.

His rival, Gen. Zamor, was reported to have 
left Gonaives for the same destination, at the 
head of his body of revolutionaries. 

Reports from the south indicate serious 
disturbances there. Firing squads of gov- 
ernment troops have executed a number of 
leading revolutionaries at the ports of Aux 
Cayes and Aquin. Among those killed was 
M. Lavieux, a former deputy and a promi- 
nem politician. 


Demand Withdrawal of Bluejackets, 

A demand for the withdrawal from the 
Haitien capital of the German and American 
bluejackets and marines was presented to 
the members of the foreign diplomatic corps 
by the citizens’ committee of public safety. 

The committee, which was formed after the 
flight of the president of the republic, points 
out that perfect tranquillity has prevailed 
for some time in the capital, and that there- 
fore there is no necessity for the further 
presence of foreign troops. 

The port authorities refused to permit the 
landing of a party of sixteen prominent exiles 
who arrived on the German steamer Sardinia.

SMALLPOX SEASON ON. 
HIS is the smallpox season. The 
number of cases of smallpox will 


gradually increase during February | 


and March, will stationary 

during April and May, and will de- 
cline during July, August and September. 
It has been twenty years since Chicago 
has had any smallpox to speak of: In 
consequence, the anti-vaccinationists are 
noisy, and a good many unvaccinated people 
have been accumulated. 

The incubation period of smallpox is 
twelve days. That means that the virus 
which has got into the susceptible man’s 
body rests there for twelve days. What 
happens during that time nobody knows. 

On the twelfth day the disease starts 
with a severe chill, high fever, headache, 
and a bad backache. If it is a malarial 
country, the chances are that the diag- 
nosis will be chills and fever, and the treat- 
ment will be quinine. 


~ ‘ 

At the end of the third day, or on the 
fourth day, the fever goes down, the head- 
ache and backache stop, and the sick man 
thinks the quinine has broken his chills. 

He may get up and go down to the drug 
store for a soda, or go out and call on his 
friends. Some friends will call his attention 
to a little breaking out, probably on his 
forehead, or maybe there is some itching, 
and he potices the eruption when he 
scratches. 

The eruption feele like a shot under the 
skin. It may ‘not be highly spotted the 
first day, but it will be by the second or third. 
By the end of the third day, the small, red, 
bullet-like mass is capped by a little water 
blister. The blister part gets larger each 


ey blister seems tied down in the mid- 
die. By the sixth day of the eruption the 
blister is full of matter instead of water as 
at first. 


In the old-style emallpox, the eruption 
usually appears first en the forehead, but 
in this disease that came to us from 
Mexico sixteen years ago the eruption is 
exceedingly light and may appear first 
anywhere op the body. Bumps appearing 
in the hair, on the soles of the feet, or in 
the palms of the hand after several days 
of fever and backache always suggest 
smallpox, even —— but one or two shot- 
like spots are pr

The new Lord Knutsford is a lawyer by 
profession but a financier by preference, and

return to Madrid a defeated, disgraced, and 
ruined man, with ali his prestige gone. In- 
stead of that, Polavieja, to the intense dis- 
gust of the cabinet and of the ultra-con- 
servatives, achieved « series of brilliant suc- 
cesses, inflicting defeat after defeat on the 
insurgents.
